“Remember now thy Creator in the 
days of thy youth; while the evil days 
come not nor the years draw nigh, 
when thou shalt say, I have no pleas- 
ure in them,” Eccl. 12:1. 


The first duty of youth is to re- 
member God, remember Him as your 
Creator, and as one who holds your 
life in His hands. In Him you find 
sustenance and success through life. 
Young men have been known to im- 
mortalize their names by dedicating 
themselves to God. Joseph, who was 
sold into Egypt at the age of seven- 
teen years, immediately took his stand 
on the right side and under the ter- 
rible handicaps of slavery retained his 
honor and integrity. If he had not 
known God, and taken his stand for 
Him, we never would have heard of 
this young man. But when he was sold 
to the Ishmaelites into slavery by his 
brothers he purposed in his heart that 
he would do right. 


This was a good opportunity for 
Joseph to backslide. He had severe 
temptations and went through many 
hard trials, but triumphed with clean 
hands and a pure heart. We have 
never known the names of other 
slaves purchased, but this young man, 
who was determined to serve God and 
do the right thing, has gone down in 
history as an example of righteousness 
to all generations, and so honored by 
his own people that when they left 
Egypt four hundred and fifty years 
later they dug up the bones of Joseph 
and carried them to the land of 
Canaan with them. 


Daniel and the three Hebrew chil- 
dren who were captives in Babylon 
immortalized their names by taking 
a bold and immovable stand for their 
God. There were other young men 
living in Babylon whose names were 
never recorded in history, but these 
young men who took their stand for 
the right are living examples to all 
men. It was their decision for right 
that entitled them to a place in his- 
tory and the sacred pages of the Bible. 
The privileges of youth are to be en- 
joyed but one time and that for a 
limited period. In this short space of 
time, every moment should be prop- 
erly utilized. This is the most impor- 
tant period of one’s life. It is a time 
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when life is molded for either good or 
bad, success or failure, and it often 
determines their eternal existence. 

In the Bible people are represented 
by trees. The youth is a young tree. 
When the tree is young it may be 
bent and caused to grow according to 
the wishes of its master. During the 
young and tender years of life young 
people should stay straight and keep 
their habits clean. It is a period of 
character-building and develops their 
lives for the future. 

When Daniel was notified that he 
was to eat of the king’s meat and 
drink of his wine, he did not accept 
the decree as a degree of honor be- 
stowed upon him by the king. But he 
remembered the laws of his God, and 
purposed in his heart that he would 
not defile himself with the portion of 
the king’s meat. The world has many 
things to offer the youth of today. 
They are bidding high for them and 
the young man has many tempta- 
tions. He is often criticized, but it is 
better to be criticized in the right 
than to be wrong. The young man who 
bravely takes his stand for right, like 
Daniel, may suffer persecution and be 
subjected to criticism and trials but 
in the end will never be sorry. 

One great lesson for the youth to 
learn is obedience. Paul advised them 
saying, “Children, obey your parents 
in the Lord, for this is right,” Eph. 6:1. 
Only one of the ten commandments 
had a promise attached to it and that 
was to the youth on conditions of 
their obedience and honor to their 
parents—‘Honor thy father and thy 
mother that thy days may be long 
upon the land which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee,” Exodus 20:12. We 
are living in the last days when Paul 
said children would be disobedient to 
parents. Disobedience is a transgres- 
sion of the laws of God and in these 
last days is very prevalent through- 
out the land. But children can be as 
good and obedient today as at any 
other time. The child’s obedience and 
respect for his parents depends en- 
tirely on the decision of the indi- 
vidual child. 

There is a great opportunity for 
the youth in the service of God. When 
Samuel was a child, God used him 
to rebuke Eli, the priest, for not con- 


trolling his own children. When Jere- 
miah was a young boy, God called 
him into His service. Jeremiah thought 
he was too young and answered God, 
saying, “Ah, Lord God, I cannot speak, 
for I am but a child.” But the Lord 
said to Jeremiah, “Say not, I am a 
child, for thou shalt go to all that 
I shall send thee, and whatsoever I 
shall command thee, thou shalt speak. 
Be not afraid of their faces, for I am 
with thee to deliver thee, saith the 
Lord.” Then the Lord put forth His 
hand and touched Jeremiah’s mouth 
and said to him, “Behold, I have put 
my words in thy mouth.” 

God calls young men because they 
are strong and the Word of God abides 
in them. It has often been proved by 
both God and our Government that 
young men make the best soldiers. 


When David was a child, he went 
out and accepted the challenge of the 
Philistine giant, brought him down to 
his death, and won the battle for 
Israel. I have found that if we have 
a hard battle to fight, or a big job to 
be done in the church, our young peo- 
ple are always equal to the task. A 
great portion of the membership of 
the Church of God is made up of God- 
loving and God-fearing young people, 
and I think that this great host of 
young people should be credited with 
much of the success and progress 
of the Church work. 

Some of our finest preachers are 
young people. Many of them are the 
sons and daughters of our veteran 
preachers. They have been reared in 
the Church of God and there is 
nothing that could turn them away 
from the truth. Some of them have 
gone to college and have been taught 
by professors of other faiths, they 
came out with their education, but 
their faith in God and the true doc- 
trine of the Bible and plan of salva- 
tion had never been changed or 
shaken. 


The young generation that is to 
take the place of the present one in 
the Church will be better qualified, 
and will have the elders’ experience to 
profit by. The youth in the Church of 
God has a wonderful future to look 
forward to. It won’t be long until they 
will take over, and the many respon- 
sible positions and places where men 
can serve will be filled by those who 
made good in their youth.

We are by nature wired for 
death; loaded with the elements of 
our own destruction, filled with the 
forces of our eternal undoing—‘too 
weak to move.’ And unless the word of 
the Cross, ‘sharper than any two- 
edged sword,’ cuts us free, we shall 
never escape to safety. But ‘if the Son 
shall make you free, ye shall be free 
indeed’ (John 8:36).”

The Brand of Hell 

D.M. Panton, writing in Prairie 
Pastor, said: 

“The ‘mark of the beast’ draws even 
nearer. In upper Silesia, in a concen- 
tration camp where 1,715,000 Jews are 
said to have been exterminated, the 
refugees are sorted into batches of 100 
or so and taken to ‘bathing’ sheds 
where, after being stripped and com- 
pletely shaven, they are ‘deloused’ 
with a solution of strong disinfectant 
and carbolic acid that burns their 
skins off. Still naked, batches of men 
and women are tatooed with the num- 
bers that they have on slips of paper 
‘under the most primitive and inhu- 
mane conditions, which often lead to 
fatal blood poisoning—which in itself 
is often a merciful alternative.’. Two 
fugitives who fled and ‘are now on 
neutral soil’ bear physical confirma- 
tion of this tatooing operation—one 
with a five-figure numeral on his left 
leg and the other with a six-numeral 
figure considerably above the 200,000 
mark on his.”

Churches on Freedom 
We may rest assured that Protes- 
tants, Jews, and Catholics are watch- 
ing the conference at San Francisco, 
and particularly the World Peace 
Conference, as to what happens rela- 
tive to religious freedom. If religion is 
not properly represented in these con- 
ferences, it follows that whatever 
power of influence they have will be 
used in criticism intent upon reforma- 
tion and improvement of what is en- 
acted in regard to freedom of worship.

Records of Inspiration 

From Sunday School Times we give 
the following excerpt which gives evi- 
dence of inspiration of the Bible by 
writings on the Ras Shamra Tablets of 
clay found in excavation:

Inspiration of the Word

“Wherefore I give you to understand, 
that no man speaking by the Spirit of 
God calleth Jesus accursed: and that 
no man can say that Jesus is the Lord, 
but by the Holy Ghost,” 1 Cor.

In that there have appeared in The 
Church of God Evangel several ser- 
mons concerning THE HOLY GHOST, 
some may have taken the attitude 
there has been enough written on this 
subject, but permit me to say I believe 
there are thousands who read with in- 
terest these particular messages on 
this all-important subject.

We read, “And the angel answered 
and said unto her, The HOLY 
GHOST shall come upon thee; there- 
fore also that holy thing which shall 
be born of thee shall be called the Son 
of God,” Luke 1:35. 

Our new birth takes place through 
the WORKINGS OF THE HOLY 
SPIRIT. It is He who is the author of 
the new birth. St. John 3:6. 

THE WORKINGS OF THE HOLY 
SPIRIT AT CHRIST’S BAPTISM 

“And Jesus, when he was baptized, 
went up straightway out of the water: 
and, lo, the heavens were opened unto 
him, and he saw THE SPIRIT OF GOD 
(Holy Ghost) descending like a DOVE, 
and lighted upon him,” St. Matt. 3:16. 

Herein we have the dove as a symbol 
of the Holy Spirit at Christ’s baptism 
—the Holy Spirit present at the com- 
pletion of the baptismal service, this 
baptism prefiguring our Lord’s death 
and resurrection with the presence of 
the Holy Ghost and the voice of God 
out of heaven, “This is my Son, in 
whom I am well pleased.” 

Never shall I forget in the year of 

924 when we first heard of holiness, 
the Church of God with this Pente- 
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costal message. My stepfather, a Bap- 
tist minister said, “If there is anything 
to this Holy Ghost, and what is taught, 
I will know.” Oh, those wonderful days 
of our eyes being opened to more of 
God’s truths and THE WORKINGS OF 
THE HOLY SPIRIT! It was in that 
year there were special services in 
Ryder, North Dakota, for deeper con- 
secration. My people were very relig- 
iously inclined. Mother (who has 
now gone to be with Jesus) said, 
“We must go. If there is anything to 
this wonderful power of which they 
talk, we want it.” I rode with my 
parents in the 1924 Model T Ford to 
attend this meeting. As we drove out 
of the yard for town, Mother said, 
“Look, a dove is following us.” For 
TWENTY-ONE MILES THAT DOVE 
FOLLOWED OUR CAR, FLYING 
OVERHEAD. (Never before had this 
happened.) Mother said, “Isn’t there 
something in the Bible about the 
DOVE and THE HOLY SPIRIT? May- 
be God is trying to show us some- 
thing.” Dear friend, it was there in the 
meeting at Ryder, North Dakota, that 
THE HOLY SPIRIT BEGAN WORK- 
ING with my mother. She fell upon 
the floor praising and blessing God, 
and sang in the Spirit the sweetest of 
songs. After some time, with a rap- 
turous look upon her face as one look- 
ing into the heavenlies, she began to 


speak with other tongues as the HOLY 
SPIRIT gave utterance. 

You may say, “Foolishness!” about 
the dove, but I believe to this day God 
was directing that DOVE, to cause my 
people to think and open their hearts 
unto THE WORKINGS OF THE HOLY 
SPIRIT.

IN CHRIST’S PREACHING 

It is a known fact that our Savior 
had the ANOINTING TO PREACH. 
“The SPIRIT OF THE LORD is upon 
me, because he hath anointed me to 
preach the gospel to the poor; he hath 
sent me to heal the brokenhearted, to 
preach deliverance to the captives, and 
recovering of sight to the blind, to set 
at liberty them that are bruised,” St. 
Luke 4:18. 

There can beno true, Christlike 
preaching without the ANOINTING 
OF THE HOLY SPIRIT, His working 
through the preacher.

This message will not be accepted 
as a great message, for the world 
through wisdom knew not God; how- 
ever, as with the writer Paul, I am 
glad to testify as he in Romans 1:16, 
“For I am not ashamed of the gospel 
of Christ: for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that be- 
lieveth; to the Jew first, and also the 
Greek.” 

I would like to call your attention to 
the text found in Jer. 2:19, “Thine own 
wickedness shall correct thee, and thy 
backslidings shall reprove thee: know 
therefore and see that it is an evil 
thing and bitter, that thou hast for- 
saken the Lord thy God, and that my 
fear is not in thee, saith the Lord God 
of hosts.” 

There is a contention among the 
people through the land, and also a 
mistaken idea that God is all to blame 
for our present conflict with the en- 
emy. We find throughout the entire 
Bible, as we have studied from page 
to page, where God has always com- 
manded men to turn from sinful 
pleasure and wicked ways. 

There are people who know how to 
do right but they won’t turn from 
their wicked ways. Only just a few 
nights ago, at the close of an evan- 
gelistic message, one of the first to 
come to seek God was a man under 
the influence of liquor. You say, “Did 
God hear his prayer?” I say, “Yes, if 
he prayed”; but he was not willing to 
turn from his wicked way and there- 
fore is still in sin. Our text tells us 
our own wickedness shall correct us, 
then we should turn and obey God, 
and not until then is He obligated to 
any of us. 

Did you ever stop to think what 
God says you are if you try to get in 
that way? Look in your Bible. In the 
10th chapter, ist verse of St. John 
you will find these words: “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that enter- 
eth not by the door into the sheep- 
fold, but climbeth up some other way, 
the same is a thief and a robber.” 
Jesus said this Himself. You might 
say, “Well, that meant someone else 
besides me.” I will tell you like Jesus 
told Thomas as he was inquiring how 
to find the way. Read in the same 
book of St. John, the 14th chapter

and 6th verse, “Jesus saith unto him, 
I am the way, the truth, and the life: 
no man cometh unto the Father, but 
by me.” Brother, that includes you. 

People will go to church and wish it 
would hurry up and get over so they 
can go to the dance or some other 
amusement. Do you think God is in 
debt to a person as that? God forbid 
that you would. The book of Romans 
tells us in the 12th chapter and 2nd 
verse, “And be not conformed to this 
world; but be ye transformed.” “How 
does this happen?” you might ask. 
Well, you are not the only one to ever 
ask this question. This I would like to 
say, You had better look for a place 
that does not tolerate such as the 
above mentioned. 

You might say, “Well, the rest are 
doing it. I don’t see any harm.” 1 
Thess. 5:22 says, “Abstain from all ap- 
pearance of evil.” How can you do 
such and not be condemned? The 
text, don’t forget, says, “Thine own 
wickedness shall correct thee,” not 
some of the others, but you, and when 
you feel that correcting power you 
should turn away. 

The reason this war is going on is 
nothing more than the fulfillment of 
scripture that needs to come to pass 
before the end of time. Now I know if 
you are in sin you want to do right, 
but it’s an acknowledged fact that 
you love sinful pleasures more. How 
do I know? Let the Bible answer. 

Matt. 6:24, “No man can serve two 
masters: for either he will hate the 
one, and love the other. Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon.” It’s our duty 
to our country, but more so to God, 
to live justly and to serve God and to 
do the things that are pleasing in 
His sight. This day finds us in war 
and looking into what we think is a 
dark future, and the question, “What 
is going to happen?” I can tell you, 
keep living in sin and pleasure-seeking 
and one day you will come to yourself 
as the prodigal did, seeing his lost 
condition, and what did he do? He 
turned from his wicked ways and 
came back home. And now as we see 
the darkened days as they are ap- 
proaching we can find hope only in 
God. 


“There’s a law that I am learning 


That is helping me each day— 
That our Lord sends something better 
For each thing He takes away.” 


It may be that boy or girl you have 
that God is using in order to draw 
you to His care. Luke 13:3 tells us, “I 
tell you, Nay: but, except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish.” There 
may be many who don’t look like they 
are living right, so why don’t you 
show them how it’s done? You might 
live a good Christian life, God only 
could tell. Look at Gen. 6:3, “And the 
Lord said, My spirit shall not always 
strive with man.” Those at whom you 
are looking, God might have with- 
drawn His Spirit from, so why don’t 
you, as you hear His tender voice, 
harden not your heart? “But they re- 
fused to hearken, and pulled away the 
shoulder, and stopped the ears, that 
they should not hear,” Zech. 7:11. Are 
you one of these today who are turn- 
ing away? 

Open your Bible at 2 Thess. 2:11, 12 
and read these words, “And for this 
cause God shall send them strong de- 
lusion, that they should believe a lie: 
that they all might be damned who 
believed not the truth, but had pleas- 
ure in unrighteousness.” This, I am 
afraid, is where many have fallen to- 
day and will wonder as long as they 
live, and stand in your presence and 
say there is no harm in this, and 
there is no harm in that. Then you 
wonder if God is to blame. I wish to 
say over and over again, No. 


You might say, “Brother Granger, if 
I come to Christ, I will have to leave 
all my companions.” Well, can’t you 
give up just a little thing for Christ? 
He gave up a mansion for you. 

You know the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that though He was 
rich, yet for your sakes He became 
poor, that ye through His poverty 
might be rich. And hear this, “Christ 





also hath once suffered for sins, the - 


just for the unjust, that he might 
bring us to God, being put to death 
in the flesh, but quickened by the 
spirit.” That’s the way you are brought 
to God, and also that’s the way you 
are born of the Spirit of God. Deny 
that and deny the plan of God. The 
thing that’s holding you back from 
God today is the very thing God gave 
His Son to free you from. 

Titus 2:11-15 reads, “For the grace 
of God that bringeth salvation hath 
appeared to all men, Teaching us that, 
denying ungodliness and worldly lusts, 


we should live soberly, righteously, @ 


and godly in this present world; Look- 
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ing for that blessed hope, and the 
glorious appearing of the great God 
and our Savior Jesus Christ; Who gave 
himself for us, that he might redeem 
yus from all iniquity, and purify unto 
himself a peculiar people, zealous of 
good works. These things speak, and 
exhort, and rebuke with all authority. 
Let no man despise thee.” 

This, you might think, is hard to 
do. Well, let me tell you one thing, 
it’s just absolutely impossible for you 
to live a Christian life without God. 
And furthermore it goes far enough 
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privilege to be a child of God. 

Turn to Heb. 6:3, “And this will we 
do, if God permit.” That’s the answer 
to the hard scripture. The rest is 
what God puts in His own hands as 
to His decision. 

Read verses 4-6, “For it is impos- 
Sible for those who were once en- 
lightened, and have tasted of the 
heavenly gift, and were made par- 
takers of the Holy Ghost, and have 
tasted the good word of God, and the 
powers of the world to come, if they 
shall fall away, to renew them again 
unto repentance; seeing they crucify 
to themselves the Son of God afresh, 
and put him to an open shame.”

They have 
to come God’s way or never get into 
the kingdom. Remember that by Him, 
and for Him, and with Him we are 
saved, and no other way. You might 
say, “It’s easy to tell the other fellow 
what to do, for you never have 
smoked, drank, and lived in the pleas- 
ures of this world and you don’t know 
how hard it is to quit, and I just can’t.” 
You are indeed right, my friend. 
That’s what I am telling you now, 
you have to believe God and take Him 
at His Word by faith and He will fur-

I was so dirty and sinful I did not 
deserve anyone to help me. I was 
guilty of all the above mentioned and 
many more, but Jesus came into my 
heart one day and took the desire out 
of my heart. Now this I could never 
have done. I was already doing what 
I wanted to do.

But as the good man of God 
tells us, as found in St. John 1:12, 
“But as many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become the 
sons of God, even to them that be- 
eve on his name.”

Text, Eph. 4:21-24, “If so be that ye 
have heard him, and have been taught 
by him, as the truth is in Jesus: That 
ye put off concerning the former con- 
versation the old man, which is cor- 
rupt according to the deceitful lust; 
And be renewed in the spirit of your 
minds; and that ye put on the new 
man, which after God is created in 
righteousness and true holiness.” 


“Sanctification” means something 
sacred or different, set apart or con- 
secrated. We will not have space to 
comment on this as we would like to, 
but read the scriptures given. Ezek. 
20:46-48, and 41; 28:25; 36:24-27. Un- 
der the Law people were kept or iden- 
tified by offerings of various kinds of 
animals, sacrificial offerings, but these 
held good for only one year, then the 
same thing over again. 

It seems that many folks today still 
take a temporary view of sanctifica- 
tion. Read Heb. 9:19-23. Christ Him- 
self was better than these offerings 
under the Law. Heb. 9:26 says He gave 
Himself to put away sins. “For the law 
having a shadow of good things to 
come,” which was Jesus. Heb. 10:1-12. 
Heb. 10:3 says, “But in those sacri- 
fices there is a remembrance again 
made of (or for) sins every year.” Why 
did they have to do this? Because 
those offerings did not actually take 
away the sins of the people. Then Je- 
sus, Heb. 10:7, said, “I, Lo, I come (in 
the volume of the book it is written 
of me,) to do thy will, O God.” And 


God planned a way whereby His peo- 
ple could be sanctified. Heb. 10:10, “By 
the which will we are sanctified 
through (or by) the offering of him- 
self.” 

In Rom. 8:1-14, Paul, speaking of 
sanctification, said, “For what the law 
(or offerings) could not do,” Jesus did. 
Heb. 10:11; Gal. 2:19, 20, “For I through 
the law am dead to the law, that I 
might live unto God. I am crucified 
with Christ.” The old man is dead and 
gone. God’s house is your body if you 
are holy sanctified. 1 Cor. 6:19, 20 says, 
“What? know ye not that your body is 
the temple of the Holy Ghost which is 
in you, which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own? For ye are bought 
with a price: therefore glorify God in 
your body, and in your spirit, which 
are God’s.” 

Col. 3:9, 10, “Seeing that ye have 
put off the old man with his deeds; 
and have put on the new man.” The 
old nature of the man will have to 
move out before the nature of the new 
man can move into your life. You 
wouldn’t want to move into a house 
with a robber or murderer, neither 
would you move in with a bootlegger. 
If you’ve been bought with the blood 
of Christ, it is your privilege to be 
sanctified wholly. 1 Thess. 5:22, “Ab- 
stain from all appearance of evil.” 
Paul prayed God to sanctify our 
spirits, souls and bodies also. When a 
manis sanctified body, spirit, and

our text tells us would correct us and 
when it does we should receive Him, 
and if we are endowed with that 
power we are compelled to receive Him 
in order to obtain it. 

May this brief message go to the 
hearts of those that are reading it 
just now, who have not already re- 
ceived that power that St. John the 
great writer was inspired to tell us 
about.

We have left off many 
things which we should have done.

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CNoah’s CArk Ss Discovered

It was in the days just before the 
Russian revolution that this story real- 
ly began. A group of us Russian avia- 
tors were stationed at a lonely tem- 
porary air outpost, about twenty miles 
northwest of Mount Ararat. The day 
was dry and terribly hot, as August 
days so often are in this semi-desert 
land. Even the lizards were flattened 
out under the shady sides of rocks or 
twigs; their mouths open and tongues 
lashing out as if each panting breath 
would be their last. Only occasionally 
would a tiny wisp of air rattle the 
parched vegetation and stir up a chok- 
ing cloudlet of dust. Far up on the 
mountain we could see a thunder 
shower, while still farther up, we could 
see the white snow cap of Mount 
Ararat, which has snow all the year 
around because of its great height. 
How we longed for some of that snow! 

Then the miracle happened. The 
captain walked in and announced that 
plane number seven had its new 
super-charger installed, and was ready 
for high altitude tests, and ordered 
my buddy and me to make the test. 
At last we could escape the heat! 
Needless to say, we wasted no time in 
getting on our parachutes, strapping 
on our oxygen cans and doing all the 
half-dozen other things that have to 
be done before “going up.” 

Then a climb into the cockpits, safe- 
ty belts fastened, a mechanic gives the 
propeller a flip and yells, “Contact,” 
and in less time than it takes to tell 
it, we were in the air. There was no 
use to waste time warming the engine 
when the sun had it nearly red hot. 
We circled the field several times un- 
til we hit the fourteen-thousand-foot 
mark, and then stopped climbing for a 
few minutes to get used to the alti- 
tude. I looked over to the right at that 
beautiful snow-capped peak, now just 
a little above us, and for some reason 
I cannot explain, I turned and headed 
the plane straight toward it. My bud- 
dy turned around and looked at me 
with question marks in his eyes, but 
there was too much noise for him to 
ask questions. After all, twenty-five 
miles does not mean much a hundred 
miles an hour. 

As I looked down at the great stone 
battlements surrounding the lower 
part of this mountain, I remembered 
having heard that it had never been 
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climbed since the year seven hundred 
before Christ, when some pilgrims 
were supposed to have gone up there 
to scrape tar off an old shipwreck to 
make good-luck emblems to wear 
around their necks, which they be- 
lieved would keep their crops from be- 
ing destroyed by excessive rainfall. 
The legend said that they had left in 
haste when a bolt of lightning had 
struck near them, and they never 
again returned. Silly ancients! Who- 
ever heard of looking for a shipwreck 
on a mountain top? 

I made a couple of circles around 
the snow-capped dome, and then a 
long swift glide down the south side. 
We suddenly came upon a perfect little 
gem of a lake; blue as an emerald, but 
still frozen over on the shady side. We 
circled around and returned for an- 
other look at it. Suddenly my com- 
panion whirled around and yelled 
something. He excitedly pointed down 
at the overflow of the lake. I looked 
and nearly fainted. A submarine! No, 
it wasn’t, for it had stubby masts, but 
the top was rounded over with only a 
flat cat walk about five feet across 
which ran down the length of it. What 
a strange craft, built as though the 
designer had expected the waves to 
roll over the top most of the time, and 
had engineered it to wallow in the 
sea like a log, with those stubby masts 
carrying only enough sail to keep it 
facing the waves. (Years later, in the 
Great Lakes, I saw the famous whale- 
back ore carriers with this same kind 
of round deck.) 

We flew down as close as safety per- 
mitted, and took several circles around 
it. When we got close to it, we were 
surprised at the immense size of the 
thing. It was as long as a city block, 
and would compare very favorably in 
size to the modern battleships of to- 
day. It was grounded on the shore of 
the lake, with about one foot of the 
rear end still running out into the 
water. Its extreme rear was three- 
fourths under water. It had been part- 
ly dismantled on ‘one side near the 
front, and on the other side there was 
a great door, nearly twenty feet 
square; but the door shutter was gone. 
This seemed quite out of proportion, 
as even today ships seldom have doors 
half that large. 

After seeing all we could from the 


air, we broke all speed records back 
down to the airport. When we related 
our find, the laughter was loud and 
long. Some accused us of getting drunk 
on too much oxygen, and there were 
many other remarks too numerous to 
relate. The captain, however, was seri- 
ous. He asked several questions and 
ended, saying, “Take me up there, I 
want to look at it.” 

We made the trip without incident, 
and returned to the airport. “What 
do you make of it?” I asked him as 
we climbed out of the plane. “As- 
tounding,” he replied. “Do you know 
what ship that is?” “Of course not, 
sir,” I answered. 

“Ever hear of Noah’s ark?” 

“Yes sir, but I don’t understand 
what the legend of Noah’s ark has to 
do with our finding this strange thing 
fourteen thousand feet upon a moun- 
tain top.” 

“This strange craft,’ explained the 
captain, “is Noah’s ark. It has been 
sitting up there for nearly five thou- 
sand years. Being frozen up for nine 
or ten months of the years, it couldn’t 
rot, and has been in cold storage, as it 
were, all this time. You have made the 
most amazing discovery of the age.” 

When the captain sent his report to 
the Russian Government, it aroused 
considerable interest, and the Czar 
sent two special companies of soldiers 
to climb the mountain. One group of 
fifty men attacked one side, and the 
other group of one hundred men at- 
tacked the mountain from the other 
side. Two weeks of hard work were 
required to chop out a trail along the 
cliffs of the lower part of the moun- 
tain, and it was nearly a month be- 
fore the ark was reached. Complete 
measurements were taken, and plans 
drawn of it, as well as many photo- 
graphs, all of which were sent to the 
Czar of Russia. The ark was found to 
contain hundreds of small rooms, and 
some rooms very large with high 
ceilings. The large rooms usually had 
a fence of great timbers across them; 
some of which were two feet thick, as 
though designed to hold beasts ten 
times as large as an elephant. Other 
rooms were lined with tiers of cages, 
somewhat like one sees today at a 
poultry show. Only, instead of chicken 
wire, they had rows of tiny wrought 
iron bars along the front. 

Everything was heavily painted with 
wax-like paint resembling shellac. The 
workmanship of the craft showed all 
the signs of high type of civilization. 
The wood used throughout was olean-

The following brief account of his 
visits is copied from an article he had 
n Keystone Rays, the Pennsylvania 
state paper: 

“It has been my good fortune to visit 
and gather firsthand information con- 
cerning our mission activities in the 
following fields: Republic of Haiti, 
Dominican Republic, Puerto Rico, 
Barbados, and Jamaica. My heart was 
enlarged when I could be so privileged 
to see what our efforts have accom- 
plished in these countries and colonies. 
In Haiti alone the Church of God has 
been instrumental in winning 25,000 
souls to our Lord. We have the largest 

nd most progressive evangelical work 
in that republic. Not only is the church

active in the things that pertain to 
eternal life, but it is operating day 
schools over the various districts for 
the intellectual and social develop- 
ment of the people. Our superintend- 
ent of Haiti, Rev. John P. Kluzit, is a 
very talented leader and his many 
years of preparation and years of ex- 
perience as an educator stand him in 
good stead as the overseer of the 
Church of God in that needy country. 
Sister Kluzit is also a very capable 
woman, with an undying passion for 
the people with whom she works. Her 
experience and educational achieve- 
ments are a real compliment to our 
spiritual work in Haiti. I enjoyed sev- 
eral days in their home and am proud 
of their life and example. My visit to 
the orphanage in Port au Prince was 
an experience that I shall never for- 
get. We have a lovely place there 
where many children have come to 
find clean clothes, Christian love, and 
good food for the first time in their 
lives. I wish that space would allow 
me to go into further details concern- 
ing this work of mercy but I hope to 
tell you in greater detail at the dis- 
trict convention which is already be- 
ing arranged on your district. 


“I had only a short stop for one day 
and night in Cuidad Trujillo, capital 
of the Dominican Republic. However, 
I went into all the details there con- 
cerning our work, with Rev. J. W. 
Archer, overseer of that republic. They 
have been there only a few months 
but have already made some very def- 
inite gains. These gains are not only 
to be seen in the additions to their 
churches and souls saved, but also in 
a long-term plan to educate and send 
out native workers to preach this 
glorious gospel of our Lord. I had the 
privilege of visiting and addressing 
the students of our Bible School there 
in the city. I found a group of very 
sincere young men and women en- 
gaged in studying the Word of God 
and associated subjects, including mu- 
sic. It will warm the heart to see how 
eager they are to learn and to GO 
and tell the story of Jesus. I enjoyed 
my short stay with Brother and Sister 
Archer and family and also my visit 
to the wonderful institution of learn- 
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ing they have established there to pro- 
mote the work of the Church of God 
in old Santo Domingo. 

“My next stop was in our own beau- 
tiful colony of Puerto Rico. The city 
of San Juan and the adjoining city of 
Santurce are combined to make a 
tropical paradise as far as scenic 
beauty is concerned, but the people 
are in need of help, spiritually, so- 
cially, and otherwise. Our work there 
is very young but my soul was thrilled 
to see what has been accomplished in 
such a short time. Brother C. E. 
French and his wife and children are 
so happy in their work. They have 
adapted themselves to their work in 
an almost unbelievable way. They and 
their children are all talking that 
beautiful Spanish language. Brother 
French is already able to take care of 
the business without help of an in- 
terpreter. He told me that he was 
ready to start preaching without an 
interpreter as soon as we could send 
him a tent. War-time conditions make 
it quite impossible to rent suitable 
buildings or to construct new ones, so 
a tent would be a great asset to the 
work there now. We have a few or- 
ganized churches already but they are 
not sufficient to take care of the im- 
mense crowds that desire to attend 
our services, so help us pray that 
we may be able to do something to 
accommodate the needs of these peo- 
ple and to give Brother and Sister 
French the opportunity to win the 
hungry souls for Christ and His 
Church. 


“From Puerto Rico I traveled all 
the way to Port of Spain, Trinidad, 
B.W.I., which is a bit south of the 
nearest point on the South American 
mainland. We have no mission work 
in that section and I am anxious in- 
deed for us to establish missions there. 
The need is great and the strategic 
location is of importance because it 
is a crossroads of air travel to the 
South American countries and also to 
Europe, by air and by sea. 

“Inasmuch as the Pan-American 
World Airways system did not have 
planes traveling to all the small Brit- 
ish West Indian Islands, I was for-

der, which belongs to the cypress fam- 
ily and never rots. Together with the 
fact that it was painted and frozen al- 
most the entire year, accounted for its 
perfect preservation. 


The expedition found on the peak 
of the mountain above the ship, the 
burned remains of the timbers which 
were missing out of the one side of the 
ship. It seemed that these timbers had 
been hauled up to the top of the peak 
and used to build a tiny one-room 
shrine, inside of which was a rough 
stone hearth like the altars the He- 
brews used for sacrifices. It had either 
caught fire from the altar or been 
struck by lightning, as the timbers 
were considerably burned and charred 
over, and the roof was completely 
burned off. 


A few days after this expedition sent 
its report to the Czar, the government 
was overthrown and godless Bol- 
shevism took over, so that the records 
were probably destroyed in the zeal of 
the Bolshevists to discredit all religion, 
and belief in the truth of the Bible. 


We White Russians of the air fleet 
escaped through Armenia, and four of 
us came to America, where we could 
be free to live according to the “Good 
Old Book,’ which we have seen for 
ourselves to be absolutely true, even 
as fantastic sounding a thing as a 
world flood.—Bible News Flashes.

tunate in securing passage from Port 
of Spain to Bridgetown, Barbados, on 
a plane of the British West Indian 
Airways. Upon arriving on the beauti- 
ful island of Barbados, known as lit- 
tle England, I undertook to find 
Brother J. B. Winter, our overseer, and 
soon found that it would not be a 
hard task, inasmuch as the work of 
the Church of God was so well known 
there. I soon determined the reason 
for it being so well publicized. Brother 
Winter has been a very efficient lead- 
er and I found the work well organ- 
ized with more than fourteen hun- 
dred active members, besides hosts of 
others who attend our services. The 
church buildings they have erected in 
spite of their poverty are a memorial 
to Christian faith and resourceful- 
ness.

It was 
my privilege to personally visit each 
of these churches and appreciate what 
they have done for Christ there. My 
stay in the home of Brother and Sis- 
ter Winter served to convince me of 
their unswerving devotion to this 
glorious cause. Their kindness and 
hospitality wiil ever be kindly remem- 

bered. 

“From Barbados I returned to Port 
of Spain to pick up my schedule with 
Pan-American which would take me 
to Barranquilla, Colombia, en route to 
Kingston, Jamaica. Upon arriving in 
Trinidad I found a backlog of air 
travel to South America and there 
:-was the possibility that if and when I 
arrived in Colombia I might have to 
stay there indefinitely because of con- 
gested travel faeilities. The Lord 
helped me to get acquainted with a 
gentleman who helped me, in spite of 
hindrances, to get passage on a plane 
which flew for fourteen hundred miles 
directly to Kingston, Jamaica, where I 
was glad to meet with Brother and 
Sister Lemons in the city of Kings- 
ton. This was a very great experience 
in my life, for I found that we have 
one hundred eighty organized 
churches in Jamaica, known as the 
Queen of the Caribbean. Brother Lem- 
ons has the work well in hand and is 
very highly regarded by more than 
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two hundred ministers who are asso- 
ciated with kim in this great work. I 
found that the newly-acquired prop- 
erty, located outside the city in the 
lovely Stony Hill section, was already 
in use, not only as the island head- 
quarters and home of the overseer, but 
other suitable buildings on the site, 
with fifteen acres of land, were being 
used to accommodate the first term 
of the wonderful institution of learn- 
ing known as the Evangelical Insti- 
tute of the Church of God. As I ad- 
dressed this body of students, I sensed 
the real significance of what we are 
doing in that undertaking. We had 
just spent $25,000 to buy the property 
and I am sure that I was happy over 
and over again for what we all had 
sacrificed to accomplish that objective 
and set in motion the great ministry 
of teaching our own students to work 
among their own countrymen. 


“Brother Lemons is a sound execu- 
tive and head of the institute. Sister 
Lemons, eldest daughter of our na- 
tionally beloved R. P. Johnson, is 
thoroughly wrapped up in her work 
as coworker with her husband. She 
plays a very important role in her 
management of domestic affairs and 
school economics. My stay in their 
home convinced me that we have a 
very efficient and practical leadership 
in Jamaica. The Church of God has a 
high standing in the colony and un- 
limited opportunities for development 
in the spiritual progress of the people. 
I was truly inspired as I gave the ded- 
icatorial address, using for a theme 
‘What Mean These Stones?’ Josh. 4: 
21. It was a moment during which a 
portrait was hung in my memory that 
I shall never forget. Other memorable 
occasions were the Clarenden district 
convention, the special service in my 
honor at the Kingston, Beestan 
Street, church, where Brother C. A. 
Roberson is pastor, and the words of 
welcome, words of sincere apprecia- 
tion for help from the Church of God 
in America. My heart was full, and 
still is. I shall endeavor to convey the 
warmth of their appreciation to our 
people as opportunity affords. 


“Something touched me very deeply 
as I started to the airport on the 
day of my departure. The students 
and faculty members of the Evangel- 
ical Institute came to say farewell. 
They sang a song as only they can 
sing it, with deep feeling and har- 
mony, with a touch of heaven very 
clearly felt. What beautiful voices and 
heart strains of melodious praise, ex- 


pressing some of the joy and peace 
and gratitude that swells eternally in 
their souls! My emotions and feelings 
were inexpressible, but as my mind i 

employed in reminiscencing, I can see 
them still as they were then singing 
with tears in their eyes and in their 
souls tears of love for all of you here 
in America, tears of appreciation for 
what we all have done to speed to 
them the LIGHT OF ETERNAL 
SALVATION. May God bless the peo- 
ples of other lands with the same jo 

that is known by our people in thes 

lands that it has been my extreme 
good fortune to visit as an ambassador 
of the Church of God.

A dead 
man won’t hurt you. He’s out of work- 
ing order and no good, as far as doing 
any one any harm. 

Eph. 4:27, “Neither give place to the 
devil.” Let’s see what Jesus says about 
sanctification. St. John 17:13-23. The 
15th and 23rd verses are enough to 
convince any one that the old man 
will have to be crucified before the 
Holy Ghost will move into that house. 
Crucifixion is a process of sanctifica- 
tion. 

I have had folks to tell me they were 
sanctified but knew that the old man 
was still in them for they had a hard 
time keeping him from overpowering 
them sometimes.
